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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  SITE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Town  of  Milford,  N.  H.: 

At  the  Town  Meeting  held  March  12,  1935,  it  was 
reported  to  the  Town  that  Mrs.  William  Y.  Wadleigh 
had  set  up  a  trust  fund,  originally  of  $100,000,  to  pro- 
vide a  library  building  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband, 
William  Y.  Wadleigh. 

Terms  of  the  trust  provided  that  the  Town  should 
provide  a  suitable  lot  and  approve  plans  for  the  con- 
templated library  building.  The  Town  voted  to  accept 
the  terms  of  the  trust  and  passed  the  following  res- 
olution: 

"That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to 
consider  matters  in  connection  with  the  conditions 
of  said  trust  and  to  represent  the  Town  in  any 
matters  relating  thereto. 

"That  said  committee  be  instructed  to  employ 
some  person  or  persons  versed  in  municipal  plan- 
ning and  landscaping  to  consider  available  sites 
and  advise  the  said  committee  relative  thereon, 
that  the  committee  report  their  findings  and  pre- 
sent recommendations  to  the  next  Town  Meeting." 

Five  hundred  dollars  was  raised  to  be  expended 
for  expenses  of  the  committee. 

A  committee  was  appointed  and,  with  some  chang- 
es in  personnel,  has  been  continued  to  the  present 
time.  (Town  Report  for  1936,  page  39.) 

At  the  Town  Meeting  held  March  10,  1936,  the 
committee  reported  that  the  funds  in  the  trust  had 
depreciated  to  such  extent  that  it  was  apparent  that 
construction  could  not  be  undertaken  for  a  period  of 
years,  and  therefore,  it  was  not  wise  to  select  a  site  at 
that  time.  This  report  in  substance  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  each  Town  Meeting. 


At  the  same  Town  Meeting  the  Town  received  a 
report  from  a  special  committee  recommending  the 
incorporation  of  the  Lull  Memorial  proposition  with 
the  William  Y.  Wadleigh  Memorial  Library  propo- 
sition. The  report  of  this  special  committee  was  later 
approved  by  the  Town.  (Town  Report  for  1936,  page 
57.  Town  Report  for  1937,  page  41.  Town  Report  for 
1941,  page  41.) 

At  the  Town  Meeting  held  March  9,  1943,  the  Li- 
brary Site  Committee  reported  that  the  fund  (William 
Y.  Wadleigh  Memorial  Library)  had  increased  to  over 
$100,000  and  would  be  available  for  construction  pur- 
poses as  soon  as  the  Town  had  complied  with  terms 
of  the  trust  and  building  should  be  practicable. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  forth- 
coming Town  Meeting  should  decide  the  matter  of  a 
site  so  that  plans  can  be  presented  for  action  at  Town 
Meeting  next  year.  Construction  can  then  be  started 
without  delay  when  conditions  applying  to  material 
and  labor  become  favorable,  and  at  a  time  when  em- 
ployment is  likely  to  be  badly  needed. 

We  have  ascertained  through  conference  with  the 
holders  of  the  trust  funds  that  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  grading  and  landscaping  of  the  lot  would  be  a 
charge  against  the  trust  fund,  not  against  the  Town. 

In  order  to  avoid  friction  that  might  arise  between 
the  architect  and  the  disbursers  of  the  funds  we  sought 
and  received  from  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company 
recommendations  regarding  the  architect  to  be  em- 
ployed. From  the  list  which  they  gave  us  we  selected 
the  firm  of  Kilham,  Hopkins  and  Greeley  of  Boston. 
Mr.  Greeley  of  the  firm  has  investigated  all  lots  dis- 
cussed by  the  committee  and  suggested  bv  citizens, 
and  reported  as  follows: 

Architect's  Report  on  Library  Sites  in  Milford,  N.  H. 

The  sites  were  visited,  maps  and  insurance  plans 


examined,  elevations  of  ground  and  general  dimen- 
sions noted,  and  information  obtained  as  to  public 
service  in  streets,  as  to  parking  areas,  centers  of  pop- 
ulation and  centers  where  people  are  now  accustomed 
to  assemble  for  various  community  purposes.  As  a  re- 
sult the  following  notes  are  submitted: 

First,  the  requirements  of  a  site  for  a  public  library 
include  the  following: 

1.  It  must  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  the 
building  with  some  parking  room,  and  a  decent  setting, 
but  not  large  enough  to  make  the  grounds  a  burden 
to  take  care  of. 

2.  It  must  be  located  where  the  people  who  want 
to  use  it  can  do  so  conveniently  without  going  out  of 
their  wav. 

3.  It  must  be  easily  reached  by  people  on  foot  as 
well  as  by  automobiles.  This  means  that  the  entrance 
must  be  nearlv  at  the  street  level,  with  onlv  a  few 
steps  and  no  steep  pathways. 

4.  It  must  be  located  where  it  can  count  as  a  me- 
morial building  and  not  be  injured  by  surroundings 
unsuitable  to  a  library. 

Second,  the  five  sites  visited  seem  to  size  up  about 
as  follows: 

A.  The  Lull  Site. 

(1)  This  site  is  large  enough  to  provide  room  for 
the  building  with  enough  space  for  driveway,  grounds 
and  parking. 

(2)  It  is  located  where  people  will  use  it,  being  near 
the  stores,  town  hall,  movies,  etc. 

(3)  It  is  not  suitable  for  use  as  it  is,  but  would  have 
to  be  cut  down  several  feet.  This  would  be  a  serious 
expense  if  ledge  were  to  be  encountered  in  any  quan- 
titv.  If  the  soil  is  clay  or  gravel  it  is  easily  removed 
with  bulldozers  and  power  shovels,  and  would  prob- 


ably  be  useful  as  fill  somewhere  else.  If  this  cutting 
is  done  the  building  ean  be  plaeed  near  the  sidewalk- 
level,  and  the  site  would  be  ideal. 

(4)  It  is  not  injured  by  surrounding  properties. 

B.  The  South  Street  Site. 

(1)  This  site  is  large  enough  to  receive  the  building, 
with  a  small  parking  area,  but  without  any  grounds 
to  give  it  a  setting. 

(2)  It  is  well  located  for  convenience. 

(3)  It  is  easy  to  get  to,  except  that  the  street  is  a 
narrow  one. 

(4)  Its  surroundings  make  it  hard  to  treat  properly 
as  a  memorial  building.  Its  windows  would  face  a 
blank  wall  at  the  rear  as  in  a  citv  courtvard,  and  it 
would  have  a  noisy  exposure  on  the  north.  The  elec- 
tric wires  along  the  street  wrould  further  injure  its  ap- 
pearance. No  matter  how  good  the  building,  citizens 
would  not  take  pleasure  in  it,  because  of  its  being 
crowded  in  among  properties  where  it  was  not  reallv 
at  home. 

C.  The  Hotel  Site. 

(1)  This  site  is  too  cramped. 

(2)  It  is  well  located  on  the  Square,  where  it  is  con- 
venient and  accessible. 

(3)  It  is  at  sidewalk  grade,  which  is  satisfactorv. 

(4)  Its  neighbors  are  gas  stations,  which  would  not 
normally  be  chosen  to  flank  such  a  memorial  building. 

D.  The  Blacksmith  Site. 

(1)  This  site  is  too  small  even  to  be  considered. 

E.  The  Courage  Site. 

(1)  This  site  is  of  a  suitable  size  for  the  building, 
driveway,  parking  area,  and  a  good  setting. 

(2)  It  is  at  such  a  distance  from  the  shopping  center 
that  it  would  not  be  used  as  freelv  or  easilv,  or  bv  as 


many  adults,  as  sites  A,  B,  or  C,  and  as  for  children, 
if  they  usually  go  from  the  schools  to  their  homes,  and 
use  the  library  in  the  early  evening,  then  this  site 
would  not  be  as  good  for  them  as  one  on  or  near  the 
Square. 

(3)  It  would  need  some  levelling  off,  but  is  on  the 
whole  well  graded  for  a  library. 

(4)  Its  neighbors  are  such  as  would  ideally  be 
chosen  for  a  memorial  library,— a  church,  two  schools, 
and  a  community  center. 

To  summarize: 

(A)  The  Lull  Site,  when  cut  down  in  level  has  a 
very  high  score  indeed. 

(B)  The  South  Street  Site,  is  convenient,  but  is 
small  and  is  in  a  distinctly  business  section,  not  good 
for  a  public  library. 

(C)  The  Hotel  Site,  is  too  small,  and  is  flanked  by 
hazards. 

(D)  The  Blacksmith  Site,  is  impossible  because  of 
its  limited  size. 

(E)  The  Courage  Site,  has  a  very  high  score  unless 
its  remoteness  from  the  Square  is  a  drawback. 

There  are  some  less  important  factors,  like  orien- 
tation, traffic  noise,  effect  of  library  on  value  of  prop- 
erties adjacent,  loss  of  tax  revenue  for  the  various  sites, 
and  uses  of  the  building  for  other  than  strictly  library 
purposes.  On  these  the  citizens  will  need  no  report 
from  us.  If  such  minor  things  do  not  seem  to  be  suf- 
ficient to  throw  the  decision  from  one  lot  to  another, 
the  information  in  our  hands  indicates  a  choice  be- 
tween the  Lull  and  the  Courage  sites,  in  which  the 
determining  factor  is  whether  the  library  would  be 
more  useful  to  all  the  citizens  in  the  one  location  or 
the  other.

Your  committee  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  Lull-Dearborn  site,  if  approved  by  the  Town,  will 
be  graded  down  radically,  it  being  our  opinion  that 
without  such  lowering  of  the  grade  the  lot  could  not 
be  considered. 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  advanced  by  Mr.  Greeley 
regarding  the  Lull  site,  your  committee  calls  attention 
to  Mrs.  Lull's  great  sentimental  interest  in  her  former 
home  lot  and  her  almost  adoration  for  her  Memorial 
Fountain.  This  fountain  could  be  moved  to  some 
appropriate  location  on  the  home  ground  and  perpet- 
uated, which  we  are  of  the  opinion  wTould  be  according 
to  the  desires  of  one  of  the  donors  in  this  proposition. 

Based  upon  the  report  of  Mr.  Greeley  and  on  our 
own  knowledge  of  local  conditions,  your  committee 
recommends  the  approval  of  the  Lull-Dearborn  plot 
as  the  site  for  the  proposed  library  building. 

Your  committee  is  authorized  to  inform  you  that  in 
case  the  Town  should  approve  of  the  Lull-Dearborn 
site,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  J.  Howison  will  purchase 
from  Dr.  H.  H.  Dearborn  his  half  of  the  property  and 
present  it  to  the  Town  as  a  memorial  to  Mr.  Howison's 
late  sister,  Josephine  Howison  Dayfoot. 

Your  committee  therefore  presents  for  your  con- 
sideration the  following  resolutions: 

First;  That  the  Town  approve  locating  the  pro- 
posed William  Y.  Wadleigh  Memorial  Library  on 
the  Lull-Dearborn  site. 

Second;  That  the  Town  accept  the  very  gener- 
ous gift  from  Mr,  and  Mrs.  James  J.  Howison  of 
the  Dr.  H.  H.  Dearborn  interest  in  the  Lull-Dear- 
born site  and  extend  its  grateful  thanks  for  this 
added  evidence  of  their  active  interest  in  the 
Town. 

Third;  That  the  committee,  either  with  its  pres- 
ent or  other  personnel,  continue  to.  represent  the 


Town  in  securing  plans  for  the  proposed  library 
building,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Town  for  such 
action  as  it  sees  fit,  and  to  represent  the  Town  in 
any  matters  arising  relative  to  the  William  Y. 
Wadleigh  Memorial  Library  Trust,  and  the  O.  W. 
Lull  Memorial  so  far  as  relates  to  a  memorial  room 
in  the  proposed  library  building. 

Last  year  the  committee  reported  $511.85  in  its 
hands,  to  which  has  been  added  $7.76  as  interest,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $519.61.

11.  To  receive  report  of  Library  Site  Committee 
and  take  appropriate  action  thereon,  including  raising 
and  appropriation  of  money. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer 
from  the  corner  of  West  and-Spaulding  Streets  to  the 
house  of  Orazio  Ciampa,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  the 
practice  of  allowing  the  discount  for  early  payment  of 
taxes.

MARCH  9,  1943 

Total  Number  of  Votes  Cast  217 

The  Polls  were  opened  at  8  o'clock  A.  M.  and  the 
business  meeting  at  9.30.  Prayer  was  offered  bv  Rev. 
Grant  Haskell,  pastor  of  the  Unitarian  Church. 

Acting  under  Article  1  of  the  Town  Warrant  the 
following  town  officers  were  elected:  Town  Clerk, 
Donald  C.  Bruce;  Town  Treasurer,  Frederick  W.  Saw- 
yer; Selectman  for  three  years,  Winston  F.  Hanlon; 
Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  Harland  H.  Holt; 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  Ernest  M. 
Stickney;  Fire  Wardens,  Jeremiah  J.  Casey,  John  J. 
Casey,  Paul  N.  Hutchinson;  Highway  Agent,  Daniel 
D.  Steele;  Auditors,  Fred  S.  Kimball,  Hugo  E.  Trentini. 

Article  2.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges. 

Article  3.  A  motion  was  made  by  Fred  T.  Wad- 
leigh  that  all  reports  of  Town  Officials  be  accepted  as 
printed.    This  motion  was  adopted. 

Article  4.  On  motion  of  Charles  S.  Emerson,  it  was 
voted  that  the  Town  be  authorized  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes.

Unanimous  approval  was  voted  for  the  above  ex- 
penditures and  the  following  were  voted  for  under 
special  articles  or  after  discussion. 
Fire  department  (special)  Article  9  700  00 
Civilian  defense  (special)  Article  8  1,000  00 
Municipally  owned  water  and  electric 

utilities  (discussion)  180  00 

Monadnock  Region  Association,   Article  6  221  00 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $221.00  for  advertising  this  town  through  the 
Monadnock  Region  Association.  This  amount  was 
recommended  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

Article  7.    On  motion  of  Fred  T.  Wadleigh,  it  was 
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voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dis- 
pose of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  through 
Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Wavs  and  Means  Commit- 
tee  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1000.00  to  be  administered  by  the  Selectmen  for  use 
in  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department,  or  Health 
Department,  in  any  emergency  that  may  arise  due  to 
the  war.   This  was  voted  unanimously. 

Article  9.  On  motion  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee, it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $700.00  for  the  Fire  Department  to  use  in  purchase 
of  fire  hose.   This  vote  was  unanimous. 

Article  10.  It  was  voted  to  raise  arid  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $616.37  for  T.R.A.  work  on  the  highways. 
This  motion  was  made  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee with  the  understanding  that  the  amount  raised 
would  be  supplemented  by  a  larger  amount  from  the 
State.    This  was  approved  unanimously. 

Article  11.  A  motion  was  made  by  Charles  S.  Em- 
erson  that  the  appointment  of  the  Highway  Agent  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen,  beginning  with 
the  fiscal  year  1944.  This  was  recommended  by  the 
Ways  and  Means  committee  on  the  grounds  that  such 
an  appointment  would  result  in  closer  harmony  and 
greater  efficiency. 

Ralph  Dunklee  called  for  a  ballot  vote  on  the  mo- 
tion. The  vote  stood  72  in  favor  of  the  motion  and  62 
against. 

Article  12.  On  motion  of  the  Wavs  and  Means 
Committee  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3600.00  for  the  purpose  of  oiling  hard  surface 
roads,  according  to  the  four  year  plan  as  outlined  by 
the  Highway  Agent.   This  vote  was  unanimous. 
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Article  13.  On  recommendation  of  and  on  motion 
byf  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  it  was  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  discount 
on  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  first  of  August.  This 
meant  a  discount  of  one  half  of  one  per  cent  on  taxes 
paid  before  that  time. 

Article  14.  The  following  Resolution  was  present- 
ed by  Harold  E.  Reed:    "Be  it  hereby  Resolved: 

"That  the  Town  of  Milford  sell  to  Harold  E.  Reed, 
for  the  sum  of  $200.00  (two  hundred  dollars),  that  part 
of  the  French  and  Heald  property,  now  owned  by  the 
Town,  as  is  described  in  this  Article  in  the  Warrant 
and  as  surveyed  by  L.  L.  Junkins  (since  deceased),  and 
that  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  pass  title 
to  Mr.  Reed  by  delivering  to  him  a  good  and  sufficient 
deed." 

A  substitute  motion  was  made  by  C.  S.  Emerson, 
that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  provide  a  public 
parking  space  on  the  former  French  and  Heald  lot. 
Both  Resolution  and  motion  were  withdrawn  upon  ac- 
tion and  on  recommendation  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.  It  was  then  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be 
authorized  to  arrange  for  a  lease  to  Mr.  Reed  of  this 
land  to  be  used  exclusively  as  a  parking  place  for 
automobiles. 

Article  15.  The  following  action  was  taken  by  the 
Town  relative  to  amending  "Rules  for  Town  Meeting 
and  Caucus,"  adopted  March  11,  1919,  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  to  make  them  comply  with  recently 
enacted  legislation. 

Resolution  1.  Presented  by  Charles  S.  Emerson: 
Amend  provision  relative  to  "Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee" by  striking  out  the  word  ten  where  it  appears 
in  line  one  and  substituting  the  word  fifteen,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "Committee  on  Ways  and  Means" 
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and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  words  "Budget 
Committee"  so  that  as  amended  it  shall  read.: 

"Resolved;  That  a  committee  of  fifteen  be  annually 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  be  known  as  the  Budget 
Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  etc."  This  Resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted. 

To  amend  Rule  2  by  striking  out  the  word  Wed- 
nesday and  inserting  the  word  Tuesday,  and 
by  striking  out  the  word  at  in  line  three  and  in- 
serting the  word  in,  so  that  as  amended  it  shall  read 
"There  shall  be  held  a  caucus  for  nomination  of  town 
officers  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  Town  Meeting  in 
which  all  whose  names  appear  on  the  Town  check 
list  shall  be  privileged  to  participate."  This  was  ap- 
proved unanimously. 

Amend  Rule  6,  by  striking  out  the  words  "Until 
there  shall  be  on  the  ballot  two  names  for  such  office 
to  be  elected"  so  that  as  amended  the  latter  part  of  the 
rule  shall  read, 

"Then  he  shall  place  on  the  said  ballot  the  name  of 
such  candidates  who  received  the  largest  vote  less 
20%  at  said  caucus,  unless  such  candidate  shall  re- 
quest that  his  name  do  not  appear  on  the  ballot;  all 
names  shall  be  alphabetically  arranged  for  each  office." 
This  was  presented  by  C.  S.  Emerson  and  was  unani- 
mously approved.  Rule  2  was  also  presented  by  C.  S. 
Emerson. 

Amend  Rule  8  by  striking  out  the  number  11  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  number  10,  so  that  as  amend- 
ed it  shall  read  "Polls  shall  be  opened  at  8  A.  M.  on 
Town  Meeting  Day,  voting  to  be  under  rules  for  vot- 
ing at  biennial  elections.  The  Polls  shall  be  closed  at 
10  A.  M.  provided  all  voters  in  the  hall  have  had  op- 
portunity to  vote,  and  as  soon  as  the  votes  can  be 
counted  the  result  shall  be  announced." 
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This  amendment  was  presented  by  C.  S.  Emerson 
and  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Amendment  53  presented  by  C.  S.  Emerson,  Strike 
out  Rule  9  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following, 
"Rule  9.  The  candidate  receiving  the  largest  number 
of  votes  for  any  office  shall  be  elected  thereto,"  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Amendment  No.  6,  offered  by  C.  S.  Emerson,  and 
unanimously  adopted  Was  as  follows:  "Amend  Rule  11 
by  striking  out  the  first  three  lines  thereof  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words,  "Rule  11.  The  Select- 
men shall  appoint  an  assistant  to  the  Moderator  and  an 
assistant  to  the  Town  Clerk."  So  that  amended  it  shall 
read,  "Rule  11.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  an  assist- 
ant to  the  Moderator  and  an  assistant  to  the  TowTn 
Clerk  to  have  charge  of  the  balloting  while  Moderator 
and  Town  Clerk  are  engaged  in  their  duties  in  connec- 
tion with  the  other  business  of  the  Town  Meeting, 
said  assistants  shall  be  sworn  to  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties." 

Resolution  No.  7,  presented  by  C.  S.  Emerson,  was 
unanimously  approved,  and  is  as  follows:  "Resolved: 
That  the  rules  for  conducting  caucus  and  Town  Meet- 
ing heretofore  adopted  and  this  dav  amended  be  re- 
affirmed and  reenacted  as  amended  under  provisions 
of  recently  enacted  State  Legislation." 

Article  16.  The  Resolution  presented  by  C.  S.  Em- 
erson for  the  committee  to  "Consider  Matters  in  Con- 
nection with  the  Proposed  Library  Building  as  printed 
in  Town  Report,"  was  discussed  and  unanimously 
adopted. 

This  report,  in  part,  was  as  follows.    "The  Town 
,  hereby  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  of  the  gen- 
erous bequest  of  Mrs.  Minnie  Epps  but  for  reasons  set 
forth  in  report  of  our  committee,  deem  it  inadvisable 
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to  accept  same.    Wherefore,  be  it  Resolved:  That  the 
bequest  be  not  accepted." 

Article  17.  The  following  Resolution  was  present- 
ed by  B.  F.  Prescott  and  unanimously  adopted. 

"In  consideration  of  the  action  this  day  taken  by 
the  voters  of  Milford  in  declining  the  offer  made  under 
the  will  of  the  late  Minnie  G.  Epps  to  give  to  said 
Town  the  Blacksmith  Shop  Property,  so-called,  for  a 
Library  Site,  the  following  resolution  is  offered  for 
consideration  of  said  Town;  That  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
J.  Howison  having  given  the  Town  a  deed  of  the 
water  rights  in  Great  Brook,  so-called,  and  the  dam 
and  land  on  which  it  stands  adjoining  the  Blacksmith 
Lot;  the  said  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howison  hereby  offer  to 
the  Town  the  Blacksmith  Lot  for  the  beautification  of 
this  piece  of  property  and  will  give  the  Town  good 
title  thereto,  therefore  Resolved:  That  the  Town  of 
Milford  accept  the  generous  gift  of  said  property  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howison." 

Brief  remarks  were  made  by  C.  S.  Emerson,  rela- 
tive to  the  Mrs.  Wadleigh  Library  Fund.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford,  N.  H.: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  sub- 
mit their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1943,  together  with  the  financial  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer. 

The  past  year  has  been  uneventful  in  the  history  of 
the  Water  Department;  yet  has  been  remarkable,  in 
the  fact  that  we  have  been  able  to  reduce  our  bonded 
debt  by  $5,000.00,  and  since  January  1st,  1944,  have 
paid  off  another  $1,000. 

This  has  been  possible,  because  under  present  con- 
ditions, we  were  unable  to  spend  money  only  for  need- 
ed requirements;  such  as  necessary  repairs  and  the 
renovating  of  the  filter  system.  This  meant  new 
washed  sand  to  replace  nearly  exhausted  old,  and  re- 
washing  the  coke  in  the  coke  well.  The  cost  amounted 
to  nearly  $1,000.00  and  was  the  only  item  of  expense 
of  a  large  amount. 

Many  needed  improvements  must  wait  until  such 
time  as  material  can  be  purchased.  In  the  Superin- 
tendent's report  can  be  seen  recommendations  that 
must  be  considered  as  soon  as  normal  conditions  re- 
turn. 

Our  Superintendent  has  had  to  contend  with  many 
inconveniences,  and  the  Commissioners  are  verv  grate- 
ful  he  has  accomplished  so  much  with  all  the  short- 
ages in  labor,  supplies,  and  in  many  other  ways. 

The  Department  to  date  is  $5,000.00  ahead  in  pay- 
ments on  the  bonds,  which  means  a  saving  in  interest 
charges  of  quite  a  large  sum.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners.  I  hereby  sub- 
mit  a  report  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1943. 

Owing  to  the  general  conditions,  the  operation  of 
the  Water  Works  Department  has  been  kept  at  a  mini- 
mum. We  have  had  an  unusual  number  of  small  leaks, 
mostly  since  November.  As  the  system  is  getting  older 
all  the  time,  we  must  expect  more  of  them  in  the  near 
future.  We  have  been  handicapped  by  the  help  prob- 
lem. From  April  to  July,  I  was  practically  alone,  op- 
erating the  station  and  doing  whatever  repair  work 
that  was  necessary. 

We  did  away  with  the  night  man  at  the  Station, 
but  he  will  have  to  be  replaced  next  summer,  as  one 
man  cannot  do  all  the  pumping  there  during  the  heavy 
drought.  We  had  planned  to  repaint  the  standpipes 
and  repair  the  cement  top  to  the  clear  well,  but  were 
unable  to  get  a  contractor  to  do  this  work.  The  new 
standpipe  should  be  painted  on  the  inside  in  the  near 
future,  and  I  would  advise  looking  into  the  Electro 
Rustop  System,  that  requires  no  painting.  Before 
painting  the  standpipes,  I  would  suggest  they  be  en- 
closed by>  a  fence,  which  we  have  been  intending  to  do 
for  some  time,  but  were  held  up  on  account  of  war 
conditions. 

We  are  very  much  in  need  of  a  building  to  house 
our  equipment,  such  as  truck,  air  compressor  and  sew- 
er machine.  As  it  is  now,  we  have  to  pay  garage  rent 
for  the  truck.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 


It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  one  of 
our  cemetery  trustees  during  the  past  year.  Leon  L. 
Junkins,  who  died  November  18,  1943,  has  served 
the  town  faithfully  and  well  for  many  years.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  board  of  Cemetery  Trustees  for 
eleven  years  and  during  all  that  time  has  been  much 
interested  in  everything  which  has  had  to  do  with  the 
betterment  of  our  town  cemeteries. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  progress  in  most  of  the 
major  projects  which  we  mentioned  in  our  report  last 
year.  In  Riverside  Cemetery  we  have  extended  the 
water  system  to  serve  the  lots  in  the  front  section,  as 
we  had  planned.  Through  the  generositv  of  the  A.  L. 
Keyes  Memorial  Fund,  with  the  assistance  of  a  few 
public  spirited  citizens,  we  were  able  to  have  built  a 
sizable  section  of  Black-top  Asphalt  road  in  that  ceme- 
tery. This  we  feel  is  a  very  substantial  beginning  and 
it  is  our  hope  that  each  year  we  will  be  able  to  add  to 
it  until  all  our  main  avenues  are  of  permanent  con- 
struction. Due  to  lack  of  help  we  were  unable  to  finish 
grading  and  seeding  the  edges  of  the  roadway  before 
the  ground  froze.  That  will  be  taken  care  of  in  the 
Spring.  We  are  continuing  our  practice  of  green 
manure  crops  for  land  improvement,  working  the  past 
year  on.  a  large  tract  in  the  front  section.  It  will  take 
at  least  one  more  year  before  this  piece  can  be  seeded 
down. 

In  the  North  Cemetery  we  finished  fencing  the 
southeast  side,  which  leaves  the  west  side  to  be  done. 
We  have  all  the  material  necessary  on  hand,  and  plan 
to  finish  the  job  this  year.  It  is  also  our  intention  to 
paint  the  fence  at  Union  Street  Cemetery. 

In  West  Street  Cemetery  we  can  report  no  major 
improvements    during   the    past   year.     We    are    still 
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anxious  to  have  permanent  highway  construction  for 
the  two  main  avenues  in  that  cemeterv. 

During  the  past  year  with  higher  labor  costs  and 
lower  interest  rates  on  trust  funds  we  have  found  it 
difficult  to  obtain  the  results  we  desire;  however,  we 
are  of  the  belief  that  the  time  is  not  too  far  distant 
when  an  endowment  fund  for  general  care  of  ceme- 
teries may  be  established.  This  we  believe  will  be  the 
answer  to  the  demand  for  better  looking  cemeteries.

AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

February  1,  1943-January  31,  1944 

During  war  time,  we  have  refrained  for  two  years 
from  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  funds  and  used  our 
cash  balance  on  hand  for  the  care  of  the  Oval,  located 
in  the  center  of  the  business  section,  amid  the  automo- 
bile routes  through  town. 

The  maintenance  of  playgrounds  has  been  discon- 
tinued, that  being  a  constant  expense  if  kept  safe  for 
use.  Only  the  high  school  boys  have  used  the  baseball 
grounds  at  Endicott  Park  and  there  has  been  no  in- 
come to  use  for  the  same.  The  boys  with  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Daniels  and  Mr.  Elliott  have  made  possible 
their  use  of  the  field. 

Shepard  Park    has    not    been    mowed    as  usually. 

Louis  Sumner  Hartshorn  Park  has  been  taken  care 
of  entirely  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years  by  one  of  the 
commissioners  and  her  neighbors. 

It  is  two  years  since  the  trees  on  the  Oval  have 
been  fed  and  sprayed.  This  is  the  regular  season  to 
do  so.  Much  extra  care  must  be  given  soon,  as  the 
recent  winds  have  broken  the  high  boughs  of  the  elms 
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and  they  are  very  unsafe  and  there  is  anxiety  and  com- 
plaint in  regard  to  their  present  situation. 

The  flag-pole  at  Endicott  Park  should  have  atten- 
tion as  it  is  unsafe  now. 

The  five  years  have  expired,  that  is  desirable  to 
elapse  before  pine  trees  can  be  replenished  where  they 
were  lost  at  the  time  of  the  hurricane.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board   and   Citizens   of   Milford,   New 
Hampshire: 

I  herewith  present  my  fifth  annual  report,  the 
twenty-fifth  in  the  series.  I  trust  you  will  give  your 
attention  and  consideration  to  the  five  sections  which 
follow: 

1.  The  Teaching  Staff: 

One  could  easily  spend  the  whole  space  of  this  re- 
port dealing  with  this  topic,  since  the  greatest  difficul- 
ties of  the  present  belong  in  this  category.  During  the 
last  three  years  there  have  been  some  twenty-seven 
different  changes  made,  not  counting  interim  serving  of 
substitutes,  of  which  there  have  been  many.  You  may 
be  interested  in  the  reasons  given  for  these  twenty- 
seven  changes  or  replacements  during  that  length  of 
time.  Two  high  school  teachers  left  for  another  kind 
of  employment;  five  for  marriage;  six  for  other  teach- 
ing positions;  six  to  enter  the  Service;  one  on  account 
of  illness;  two  were  dropped.  Two  elementary  teach- 
ers left  because  of  marriage;  one  for  another  teaching 
position,  and  two  were  dropped. 

The  following  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  have 
occurred  since  June  1,  1943: 
Lindsay  Hall  replaced  by  Roscoe  Coburn 
Margaret  Doucoumes  replaced  by  Lucile  Davis 
Robert  Bedell  replaced  by  Mrs.  Sannie  B.  Hall 
Blanche   Robinson   replaced   by   Beatrice    Miller 
Ellen  Lovell  replaced  by  Dorothea  O'Connell 
Florence  Cooney  replaced  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Sargent 
Rita  Battistine  replaced  by  Airs.  Hazel  Tonella 
Fred  W.  Snell  replaced  by  Edwin  Betz 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  change  in  the  jan- 
itorship  at  the  high  school  where  Calvin  Goldsmith 
resigned  and  was  replaced  by  Earle  Randall  this  Fall. 
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Kindly  note  that  Mr.  Goldsmith  had  served  in  this 
capacity  for  nineteen  years. 

One  contributing  cause  of  so  many  changes  lies 
with  a  lower  salary  scale  than  prevails  among  neigh- 
boring towns,  or  in  the  state.  Many  improvements 
have  been  effected  over  the  previous  years  but  we 
must  remember  that  other  towns  have  also  increased 
their  compensation,  thus  leaving  Milford  with  a  some- 
what lower  standard  of  salary.  Living  expenses  in- 
crease for  teachers,-  as  well  as  for  any  other  group  of 
citizens  and  are  expected  to  increase  during  the  com- 
ing year.  Therefore,  an  increase  in  compensation 
seems  imperative  and  is  recommended  to  you  in  the 
budget. 

Another  contributing  cause  for  so  many  changes 
in  the  teaching  personnel  might  be  in  living  condi- 
tions. Now  I  fully  realize  the  difficulties  a  home  ex- 
periences in  trying  to  serve  meals  when  certain  foods 
are  rationed  or  not  available  at  all,  but  it  does  seem  to 
me  that  there  ought  to  be  more  people  interested  in 
furnishing  a  home  for  out-of-town  teachers,  including 
the  serving  of  meals.  Along  with  living  conditions,  the 
thought  goes  through  one's  mind  how  much  apprecia- 
tion there  is  of  the  teachers  and  their  services.  I  won- 
der how  many  parents  or  friends  of  the  school  have 
sought  the  acquaintance  of  the  teachers,  how  many 
may  have  invited  them  to  their  homes,  how  many  have 
sought  them  as  a  companion  in  a  social  way.  We  must 
remember  that  many  of  these  people  are  from  out-of- 
town  and  are  working  in  our  midst  and  for  our  benefit. 
Must  they  make  their  whole  social  life  among  them- 
selves, or  will  you  seek  to  make  them  a  part  of  your 
club,  your  lodge  or  your  community?  In  other  words, 
may  we  not  seek  for  appreciation  before  condemna- 
tion. 

2.  Improvements  and  Commendations: 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  improvements 
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that  have  been  made  since  the  last  report  at  the  Laurel 
School  where  we  have  installed  a  new  one-pipe  fur- 
nace and,  with  some  help  from  the  East  Mifiord  Im- 
provement Societv,  new  water-toilets.  Incidentallv,  at 
this  school  in  order  to  increase  its  enrollment,  as  well 
as  to  relieve  a  large  section  at  the  elementarv  school, 
a  fourth  grade  was  added  for  this  vear.  All  of  the 
desks  and  furniture  which  needed  it  at  the  high  school 
and  elementary  schools  were  refinished  and  varnished 
durins:  last  summer.  One  room  at  the  high  school  was 
entirely  redecorated  and  the  corridors  at  the  elemen- 
tarv school  were  repainted.  Painting  jobs  were  not  as 
easily  accomplished  as  before  on  account  of  the  short- 
age of  labor,  but  at  least  the  above  repairs  were  ac- 
complished. Extra  radiation  was  added  to  three  rooms 
at  the  high  school  and  those  have  been  warm  this  win- 
ter for  the  first  time  within  mv  knowledge,  and  con- 
siderable repairs  were  made  to  the  high  school  stoker, 
such  as  installation  of  a  new  ram  and  new  firepot.  A 
new  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  was  added  in  the 
basement  room  at  the  elementarv  school  where 
lunches  are  prepared. 

^Ye  have  received  very  favorable  reports  from 
farmers  and  apple  growers  in  this  vicinitv  for  the  part 
which  our  pupils  plaved  in  the  harvesting  of  the  crops 
last  Fall.  I  pass  on  this  bit  of  commendation  to  you 
thinking  that  vou  will  wish  to  know  that  the  efforts 
of  vour  own  pupils  were  appreciated.  I  pav  special 
praise  to  the  trustees  of  the  Keves  Fund  and  to  the 
Woman's  Club  for  their  financial  and  phvsical  assist- 
ance in  the  conduct  of  the  splendid  school  lunch  for 
the  noon  pupils.  In  this  connection,  I  would  sav  that 
the  U.  S.  Food  Administration  has  also  contributed 
largelv  to  the  success  of  this  project. 

Finallv,  I  wish  to  call  to  vour  attention  a  new  ac- 
tivitv  this  vear  and  invite  vou  to  visit  and  to  question 
those  who  are  in  charge  of  the  remedial  program  set 
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up  in  the  elementary  grades.  I  believe,  and  with  some 
degree  of  certainty,  that  this  has  been  one  of  our  best 
educational  forward  steps.  Not  all  of  the  work  neces- 
sary can  be  accomplished  in  this  one  year,  but  deep 
strides  to  rescue  quite  a  number  of  children  from 
failure  have  been  made  and  I  hope  will  be  continued 
for  another  year  and  more. 

3.  Recommendations: 

The  last  legislature  passed  a  law  which  was  a 
direct  result  of  the  Cocoanut  Grove  disaster,  requiring 
that  stage  equipment  and  draperies  should  be  flame- 
proofed.  Agreeable  to  the  statutes,  we  are  negotiating 
with  companies  to  have  that  work  accomplished.  It  is 
our  hope  to  take  care  of  the  cost  in  the  requested 
budget  for  special  repairs  next  summer. 

Some  two  or  three  years  ago,  I  called  your  atten- 
tion to  the  need  of  the  installation  of  equipment  at  the 
high  school  to  zone  the  heating  system.  In  other 
words,  the  heating  svstem  would  be  divided  into  three 
zones,  each  zone  controlled  by  a  thermostat  and  auto- 
matic valves  on  the  mains.  If  one  zone  needed  heat, 
the  thermostat  would  automatically  open  the  valves 
to  allow  heat  from  the  boiler  to  enter  the  main.  If  no 
heat  was  required,  the  valve  would  remain  closed 
allowing  heat  to  be  sent  only  to  that  zone  where  the 
thermostat  required  it.  In  this  way  no  section  of  the 
building  would  be  overheated  in  order  to  heat  another 
section.  I  still  think  that  there  is  a  great  waste  of  fuel 
at  the  high  school  building  because  of  this  factor.  Con- 
tractors estimate  that  the  saving  would  be  20%  less 
fuel  per  year.  Assuming  that  their  estimate  of  a  sav- 
ing is  large,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  a  saving  of 
ten  to  fifteen  tons  of  coal  per  year  can  be  effected  by 
the  installation  of  this  equipment,  thus  paying  for  the 
equipment  in  something  like  seven  or  eight  years. 

I  have  been  interested  in  the  tardiness  record  for 
the  schools  of  Milford  since  I  came  here.    During  mv 
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first  year  there  were  1269  cases  of  tardiness  on  record, 
1421  the  next  year,  917  the  following  year  and  805  last 
year.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  cases.  To  me,  teaching  the  pupil  to  be  on  time 
for  his  obligation  is  just  as  essential  at  school  as  it  is  in 
adult  life,  perhaps  more  essential,  as  it  creates  a  habit 
of  being  on  time.  Last  year's  record  was  reasonably 
good.  However,  I  am  worrying  about  the  record  at 
the  elementary  school  as  it  shows  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  tardinesses  with  a  decreasing  enrollment. 
I  fear  what  the  result  may  be  if  these  children  persist 
in  this  regard  as  they  grow  older. 

Up  to  now  every  service  has  been  offered;  hardly  a 
class  has  been  omitted  because  of  the  lack  of  a  teacher 
or  other  reason.  As  we  look  into  the  future  however, 
we  are  not  certain  whether  or  not  all  the  desired  serv- 
ices can  be  offered.  I  am  not  sure  that  certain  shop 
courses  can  be  given  next  year,  all  because  of  the  lack 
of  an  instructor.  Certain  other  courses  may  have  to  be 
curtailed  or  abandoned  for  the  same  reason.  While 
casting  about  for  the  best  alternative  to  take  its  place, 
I  discovered  that  we  might  be  able  to  offer  supervised 
correspondence  courses  in  place  of  the  regular  courses. 
These  correspondence  courses  are  recommended  bv 
many  of  the  Army  and  Navy  authorities  in  lieu  of  the 
regular  courses  under  an  instructor  and  cost  from  $10 
to  $15  per  pupil  for  each  one-half  unit  of  credit.  If 
some  of  the  regular  courses  cannot  be  offered  next 
year,  I  most  heartily  give  my  recommendation  to  these 
correspondence  courses. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  School  Board  has 
endeavored  in  every  way  to  keep  the  buildings  in  good 
shape.  They  have  expended  rather  large  sums  on  the 
roofs,  on  the  interior,  on  this  improvement  and  that.  I 
believe  that  is  good  policy  now  while  finances  are  in 
not  too  bad  shape.  We  read  of  the  immense  purchas- 
ing power  which  the  citizens  of  America  possess  and 
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it  is  greater  by  far  than  it  was  last  year,  the  year  be- 
fore, or  before  that.  After  the  war  whatever  money  is 
available  ought  to  be  expended  to  retain  and  acquire 
the  best  of  teachers.  Therefore,  if  the  buildings  are 
kept  in  good  condition  now,  any  curtailment  of  the 
budget  can  be  effected  in  the  upkeep  expenses  rather 
than  a  cut  in  the  teaching  salaries. 

4.  The  Future: 

In  this  section  I  wish  to  discuss  very  briefly  four 
problems  and  leave  them  with  you  for  your  thought 
and  possible  action: 

A.  We  have  the  demobilized  soldier  returning  to 
take  his  place  in  our  civilian  life.  He  comes  back  after 
an  experience  somewhere  else.  He  can't  help  but  be 
changed;  he  can't  help  but  be  different  from  the  boy 
who  left.  What  will  be  his  desires  toward  education? 
Some  of  these  men  will  be  still  young  and  will  desire 
to  complete  their  high  school  education.  Shall  we  be 
thinking  of  full-time  or  even  part-time  educational 
opportunities  for  these  demobilized  soldiers? 

B.  Many  pupils  who  have  not  been  in  school  for 
a  year  or  two  will  be  returning  from  private  employ- 
ment. What  are  the  opportunities  that  are  going  to  be 
offered  to  them  to  fit  them  for  a  new  type  of  activitv 
or  employment? 

C.  Shall  we  expect  changes  in  curriculum?  One 
must  remember  that  these  people  who  return  and 
those  who  are  coming  on  from  elementary  grades  will 
be  definitely  air-minded.  They  will  desire  and  demand 
more  Science  and  more  Mathematics.  Because  of  this 
global  war,  they  will  seek  more  and  more  information 
concerning  international  affairs  and  foreign  languages. 
What  shall  we  expect  in  this  regard? 

D.  What  is  the  school's  part  in  the  transition  which 
must  occur  to  change  our  economy  from  war-time  to 
peace-time?    Many    of    our    schools*  have  been  called 
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upon  to  assist  industry  and  agriculture  or  other  pur- 
suits to  train  workers  for  a  war-time  economy.  When 
the  war  is  over  will  industry  and  agriculture  expect 
and  anticipate  the  schools  to  help  make  the  transition 
to  peace-time  pursuits? 

5.  Conclusion: 

Let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  local  reports  that 
are  presented  herewith.  I  invite  your  consideration  of 
them  and  especially  do  I  wish  you  to  note  the  honor 
roll  of  Milford  High  School  presented  here.  The  usual 
financial  statistics  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
have  not  been  published  yet  and  therefore  are  omitted 
from  this  report.  I  acknowledge  with  a  great  deal  of 
satisfaction  the  support  and  consideration  that  you 
the  citizens,  the  School  Board,  and  my  associates  have 
given  me  during  the  past  vear.  It  is  indeed  a  privilege 
to  have  been  able  to  render  whatever  service  has  been 
mv  lot  to  perform.

To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bowlev,  Superitendent  of  Schools, 
Milford,  N.  H. 

As  I  have  been  here  for  such  a  short  time  I  do  not 
feel  that  an  adequate  report  of  the  year's  work  can  be 
done.

Of  these  deaths  41  were  male  and  25  female. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  a  town  are  one  of  its  most  important 
records,  not  merely  for  today  but  for  generations  to  come.  If 
everyone  would  see  to  it  that  the  records  of  their  own  families 
were  fully  and  correctly  filled  out  on  the  Marriage,  Birth  and 
Death  certificates  when  handed  in,  it  might  be  of  great  use  to 
them  or  their  descendants  at  some  future  day,  and  a  great  help 
to  us  in  making  out  the  records  of  today.
